As must people know, cork Is the 
outer bark of an oak, This tree, known 
to the botanists as Quereus suber, is 
tn evergreen, native to the Mediter-

France, Spain, Portugal, Italy, Moroc-

be obtained from the same specimen 
after a few years. 


We are so familiar with the use of | 
cork for the stoppers of bottles that | 


we seldom realize its manifold otber 
uses, though, its connection with bot- 
tles dates back only about 500 years. 


We so commonly speak of the stopper | 


of a bottle as a cork that we see no 
incongruity in the expression “a rub- 
ber cork.’ 

Just as out word for stopper has 
been derived from the word cork, 80 
cork itself has probably been derived 
from the Spanish corcho, which in 
turn is derived from the Latin cortex, 
meaning rind. Some authors, however, 
would derive cork from quercus, the 
generic name of all oaks. 

Cork is present In the bark of all 
trees, though in quantities too small to 
make it useful in the many ways in 
which cork from the cork oak Is em- 
ployed. The cork barked elm, the 
sweet gum sand afew others have 
strongly developed cork.

PARADISE DESERTED FOR WEST 


Pretty English Village Pours Best of 
Population Into Dominion of 
Canada 

London, Enzland.—High up among 
the hills of Oxfordshire, between the 
villages of Combe and Stonesfield, 
there is a little place called by a 
freakish fancy Paradise. In some 
respects it is not inaptly named. The 
country is extremely beautiful; the 
land fruitful. But the inhabitants 
are leaving !t—leaving Paradise not 
singly but in scores out of their scanty 
hundreds for a golden vision in the 
west. 

Next April a party of nearly fifty 
people will leave Cembe and Stones- 
field for Canada, more than 5 per cent 
of the population. From Charlbury, 
a rather larger village in the vicinity, 
another fifty ure going at the same 
time. Whole families have emigrat- 
ed; fathers, going first, have sent 
home for their wives and children; 
brothers have sent for brothers. 
Nearly 150 people have left the two 
smaller villages out of a combined 
population of about 900.

Now that she has left the official 
residence, Mme, Fallieres proposes to 
take her poultry with her. But the 
department has intervened Mme.
